The Great Torgery Case in Ohio. 

We have before alluded to a great fjryery 
which had lately been perpetrated in Cin 
cinnati, Ohio, in which the junior partner of 
a provision firm and his principal clerk were 
implicated. The following, from the 7'oron 
to Globe, gives an account of the capture of 
one of the rogues: 

On the afternoon of Friday las', it was 
discovered that roost extensive lorgeries had 
been committed on Ihe firm of Messrs. West 
& MoDougall, wholesale grocers and gen- 
ii eral merchants, Cincinnati, Ohio. The for- 
geries were brought to tight by the senior 

P partner, Mr. West. While making his in- 
vestigation he discovered that the books of 
the firm had been falsified, and that bills 
and notes of hand had been forged and ne- 
gotiated at the various banks in the city ami 
New York, amounting in the aggregale to 

, I lie sum of S35.000. The police authorities 
were at uiiee communicated with, but Ihe 
same evening the junior partner, Mr. Charles 
McUougall, and the principal book-keeper 
in the establishment, Mr. William P. Mon- 
tagu disappeared from Ihe city. Detective 
officers were sent in every direction in the 
evening, but owing to the lateness of the 
hour when the Mayor received information, 
the telegraph could not be called into requi- 
sition. While making inquiries at the sta- 
tion of the Miami Valley Railroad. Detective 
Bleaks learned that Montagu hail taken 
passage on the evening train for Dayton, and 
that MoDougall had left the city a short 
time before in a buggy. The Mayor accord- 
ingly issued instructions lo Mr. Bleaks to 
pursue the fugitives, as it was suspected 
they were en route for Canada via Detroit. 
The deteelive Iraced them along ihe differ- 
ent trains of railway to Detroit, and thence 
to Hamilton, C. W'., and (here ascertained 
that the fugitives had laken passage in a 

1 steamer for Toronto. The oflicers started 
for that place, anil captured Montagu as he 
landed, accompanied by Mrs. MoDougall, 
the wife of Ihe man who had escaped. The 
parties, with their trunks, were laken to the 
City Hall police office and detained, and the 

* i police magistrate was notified. After mak- 

ing some preliminary inquiries it was found 
that there was no warrant for Mrs. MoDou- 
gall, and she was discharged. Montagu will 
be brought before his Worship this morning. 
A search was made last night throughout 
the city lor Me Donga II, but ho was ?ion est. 
A heavy rewind, amounting to upwards of 
$1000, has been offered for the apprehension 
of MoDougall and Montagu. Jl is antici- 
pated t li nt when the trunks belonging lo the 
parties are opened ihlfl morning, something 
important will be brought to light. 

Tin: EMPIRE ok Asnam.- The Ami di 
Religion has received the most afflicting 
news from the Empire of Annum. In the 
Dominican mission of Tonking, thirty na- 
tive priests have perished— more than hall 
the number employed in ihe vicariate. In 
this diocese, administered for twenty years 
by Mgr. Peloid anil formerly so flourishing, 
all the Christian villages have been des- 
troyed and the Inhabitants scattered among 
the idolators. Four native priest! made

of debt, with the object of relieving insol 
vents from embarrassment without impris- 
onment. The sudden departure, within the 
last ten days, of some five or six persons 
from this and the neighboring colony, again 
prewses the subject upon our attention. Tho 
working of the law at present is to depopu- 
late the country. We don't wish at all to 
be understood that everybody is in debt 
and everybody is going to leave. What we 
mean is, that wheu insolvent debtors see no 
hope of satisfying inexorable creditors with- 
out going to prison, they choose what they 
deem the least of two evils and leave the 
country. 

The whole drift of legislation during the 
last half century has been to make every 
body collect his own debts. In short, there 
are not advocates wanting who favor the 
abolishment of all laws for the collection of 
debt. Why should those who either incur 
no dei>ts or pay them without ligitation, be 
heavily taxed to collect other men's debts, 
say they ' Moreover, they urge that were 
the creditor precluded from attaching tho 
person or property of the debtor, it would 
render him moro cautious as to whom he 
sold his goods, and Uiub taxes forjudges 
and juries and sheriffs, and imprisonment 
for debt cease. Whatever weight may be 
attached to such questions or arguments, 
we do not subscribe to them ; yet we be- 
lieve there is an ample margin here to in- 
troduce numerous reforms to ameliorate our 
laws for the collection of debt, with great 
advantage to the country. 

In England a bankrupt may be entirely 
released from his embarrassment. We see 
no good reason why such a law should not 
exist here, nor why an insolvent should rot 
in prison after his nssets are given tip for 
he benefit of his credilors. To revive hero 
the English code would be very unwise. 
Both insolvency and bankruptcy should be 
consolidated here, and not be separate as it 
is there; and then under the general head 
of insolvency, all who are unable to pay 
their debts could apply for relief. The ma 
chinery for applying the English acts are 
not simple enough for this country. Them 
are too many officers there, and the conse- 
quence is the off icial staff eat up the assets, 
and the creditors get scarcely anything. 
The main object of an insolvent law should 
be to get the creditor as large a dividend 
from the insolvent's assets as possible. To 
effect that the machinery should be simple 
and inexpensive.

House of Assembly' 

Tuesday, Sept. IS, 1860. 
House met at halt-past 3 o'clock. Pres- 
ent: The Speaker, and Messrs. Crease, Cary, 
Green, Gordon, Tolraie, McDonald, VVad- 
dington. 

Mr. Cary introduced a bill for quieting 
the titles to certain real estate in the 
colony. The bill provides for the.furnishing 
of correct titles in place of defective ones, in 
cases where titles were issued previous to 
the 1st of January, 1860. Twelve months' 
notice is lo be yiven to the contestants ; and 
all causes ate to be tried in the Supreme 
Court— the Judge having the power tu draw 
conclusions as to the intention of the party 
conveying the land, as well as from the evi- 
dence. . . 

Mr. Crease approved of the bill. It would 
prove of incalculable bonelit. He had han- 
dled a great many title-deeds here, but had 
never yet seen a perfect one drawn previous 
to 1800. 

The bill passed a fust reading. 

LICENSE DILL. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the License bill, Mr. Waddingtou 
in the chair. 

Sec. 21, providing for the levying upon 
the "oods and chattels of persons neglecting 
to pay the trading license within ten days 
after being due, and allowing the sheriff £5 
for costs of said levy, was taken up. 

The Chairman— What are the poor devils 
of fruiterers and cigar-dealers to do? Sup- 
pose they cannot pay their licenses when 
the lime comes round. We shall have fifty 
or sixty levies in one day. The people here 
know very well what law and justice is, 
and they don't require men from London to 
learn them. Lot the sheriti's duties be de- 
fined. When he does levy, let him have 
some conscience, and not charge a poor 
devil £5 for seizing his goods. 

Mr. Cary — By iliis section the people 
have ample opportunity to pay their licen- 
ses : and if it is not paid on the second or 
third application, the sheriff must be paid 
for his trouble. How are we to collect 
taxes '!— it must be either by levying upon 
the goods or upon the person ; and I am 
sure the milk of human kindness in the 
hon. Chairman's breast will dictate the for- 
mer course. 

Mr. McDonald— Let the sheriff assess 
his own costs, but ib not give him the pri- 
vilege of charging £o for every levy. If 
this section is passed, I shall not remain in 
the room. 

Mr. Crease— No lew can bo made on 
goods at less than £5, and oftentimes it 
costs five limes that amount. Let us alter 
the section to read—" not more than X"5 in 

each case. 

The reeoultion was about being put, 
when Mr. McDonald left the room. This 
action left the committee without a quotum. 

Mr. Gordon called the attention of the 
ohairto the fact that there was no quorum

The Committee sat still for about live 
minutes and endeavored to devise ways 
and means for bringing the refractory mem- 
ber (who was pacing to and fro on the front 
stoop, in most provoking proximity to the 
door) back to his seat. 

The Committee finally rose, the chairman 
remarking that Mr. McDonald had done 
exactly right— he should have done the 
same, had he not been in the chair. 

Mr. McDonald here returned and took his 

e "On motion, the House again went into 
Committee of the Whole on the License 
Bill- 

Mr. McDonald gave notice that he should 
leave again if the passage of the obnoxious 
section was pressed. .Make it reasonable 
costs, and he would vote on it— not with- 
out. , . 

Mr. Cary — Well, then, let us amend it to 
read : " reasonable costs not lo exceed £5." 

Mr. McDonald said he would be satisfied 
with that amendment, and the section as 
amended passed. 

Sees. 22, 23 and 24 — Providing that the 
licenses shall be collected half-yearly; and 
making the penalty of violation £50, were 
passed. 

Quite a debate arose as to whether, in 
rendering account of business done, the 
sales of liquor by licensed dealers should be 
taken into consideration. 

The Committee finally decided that the 
sales of liquors by licensed wholesale or re- 
tail dealers should not be taken into con- 
sideration in levying the tax. 

The committee here rose, and the House 
adjourned until to-morrow (Wednesday), at 
:; o'clock, v. Mi

An Old Man.— The editor of the Cin- 
cinnati Times,' while on a jaunt recently, 
had his attention called to a venerable per- 
son, who, it was alleged, was probably the 
oldest man in the United States. His name 
is Solomon Pangborn, who says he was 
bom In the city of New York, a small town 
of five or six hundred houses, in lT'Jo. Ho 
is consequently 1 3"t years old. Shortly af- 
ter his birth his father purchased a farm on 
the Mohawk river, not far from r'ort Johnson, 
whither he removed. The old gentleman j 
resides at Rising Sun, Indiana, where he 
has relatives in comfortable circumstances. 
He complains that for the Inst year or two 
his health has been much impaired, and 
that lie is so old medicine fails 10 Improve 
his condition, as it might i:i a younger per- 
son. Ho is perfectly resigned lo live as 
long as God will permit him, but says that 
h» would have mePtha fato common to mor- 
tality with a similar resignation many years 

ago. 'His sense of sight, as well ns that of 

hearing, is much Impaired, and he moves 

about witll difficulty, although he still con- 
trives to help liinunlf, and U«od neither 
crutch nor cane. 



• From the Sound. 

The steamer Eliza Anderson arrived yes- 
terday morning from ports on the Sound, 
bringing the mails and express. From pur- 
ser D. H- Lowell, wo have received late 
copies of Olympia and Steilacoom papers. 
The Pioneer thus speaks of the late reported 
new discoveries on Ingall's Creek in tho 
Wenatchee country : 

Messrs. Plummer & Hinds' pack train, 
with some fifteen accompanying miners, 
which left Seattle for Rock Creek last week 
returned on Monday, having discovered 
new and rich diggings at Ingall's Creek, on 
the Wenatchee river. The miners having 
prospected here, and finding gold in such 
paying quantities, they decided to go no 
further, and discharged their loads and sent 
the train back to Seattle for more provisions. 
The train arrived on Monday, and left again 
immediately, taking all the provisions to be 
obtained in the place. 

Mr. Kellogg brought letters to many 
friends, accompanied with rich specimens 
of gold, and advising them to come on im- 
mediately. 

Upon the reception of the news, cannons 
were fired, flags hoisted, and a general re- 
joicing took place. One of the saw-mills 
was compelled to close— every man having 
left for the diggings. 

A letter from S. H. Abbott, dated Seattle, 
Sept. 12th, speaking of tho arrival of a man 
from tho mines, says : 

Dr. K. biought in some prospects as high 
as '20 cents to the pan. He packed his 
train of 15 animals and left as soon as the 
goods could possibly be obtained. He states 
that the old forty-niners were crazy with 
excitement, and were positive that they had 
struck as nood diggings as were ever found 
on the Vuba river. He states that from 3 
to 10 cents to the pan can be found 50 yards 
back from the siream. Four other parties 
are expected here to-day from the creeks 
after provisions. All who come in say they 
have found the long looked for land of gold. 

Sandwich Islands. 

The Polynesian, of Aug. 25th, says : " On 
Wednesday next (29th), His Royal High- 
ness Prince Kamehamuha leaves for Victo- 
ria, V. L, in the schooner Emma Roolce, ac- 
companied by the Hon. L. Haalelea and the 
Hon. David Kalakaua, High Chiefs of the 
Land and members of His Majesty's Privy 
Council of State and of the House of Nobles, 
and by Mr. J. C. Spalding, Aid-de-camp of 
the Prince and Consul of Peru at Honolulu." 
The airival may be expected hern in a few 
days. 

[Since the above was in type, the Royal 
party hnve arrived ; see our local columns.] 

The Hudson Hay Company have wound 
up their business at the Islands and with- 
drawn their agency. Tho Polynesian pays 
a tribute cf respect to the Company for its 
unswerving loyalty lo the House of Kame- 
hameha during a long series of years : and 
regrets the departure of the agent, Mr. Ris- 
seU, who arrived here on the Jenny Ford. 

The Hawaiian brig Mary and Ellen had 
about 100,000 Ibs.sugar for Oregon and Vic- 
toria. The Emma Rooke had on board IS 
tons of sugar lor this port. 

Feeding tiik Sum.— On the 1st of Sep- 
tember last, at lib. 18m. A. M., a distin- 
guished astronomer, Mr. Carrington, had 
directed his telescope to the sun, ami was 
engaged in observing his spots, when sud- 
denly two intensely luminous bodies biir.-t 
into view on its surface. They moved side 
by side through a space of 35,000 miles, first 
increasing in brightness, then fading away : 
ia live minutes they had vanished. They 
did not alter the shape of a group of large 
black spots which lay diteoily in their paths. 
Momentary as this remarkable phenomenon 
was, it was fortunately witnessed arid cotl- 
lirmed. as to one of the bright lights, by an- 
other observer, Mr. Hodgson, at Highgate, 
who. by a happy coincidence, had also his 
telescope directed to the great luminary at 
the same instant. It may he, therefoie, that 
these two gentlemen have actually witness- 
ed tho process of feeding the sun, by the 
I fall of meteoric matter. Hut, however this 
may be, it io a remarkable circumstance 
that the observations at Kew show that on 
the very day, ami at the very hour and min- 
ute of this unexpected and curious pheno- 
menon, a moderate hut murked magnetic 
disturbance took pUce ; and a storm oi great 
disturbance of the magnetic elements occur- 
red four hours after midnight, extending to 
the southern hemisphere. Thus is exhibited 
a seeming connect ion between magnetic 
phenomena and certain actions taking place 
on tho sun's disk— a connection which the 
observations of Schw.ibe, computed with 
the magnetical records ol our colonial ob- 
servatories, had already rendered nearly 
certain.— London paper. 

Additional prom China.— The allied 
expedition of England and France remained, 
according lo the latest advices, at Talien- 
wan, at the mouth of the Peiho. This is a 
magnificent bay about 1U miles across^ and 
15 Prom the entrance to the heads. Then? 
were 150 -ail there of the Allies, while all 
the troops were encamped on shore. The 
nati ves were Irieni 

llyandtheolimate healthy. 
Lord Elgin arrived at Talicu on the after- 
noon of the 9th of July, and it was under- 
stood that the troops would re-embark on 
tho 20th, and proceed to the Taku forts, 
which were to fie taken before the peace 
overtures were mado, Lord Elgin was in 
constiiiii communication with Baron Gros, 
oommiuidei of the Ifrenoh foroes.— S, 
Bullttin.
